PASTORS AND CIIURCUES.

Putting the Young People in Line for Active
lUliglous Work.

Tie preliminary steps for the organization of
a Younjr People's Methodist Alliance in this city
vrera taken Is it night at a meeting held in
Meridian-stree- t Church. It was called toorder
by Rev. Dr. Gilbert, who invited to be present
the pastor and young people of all the Metho-

dist Ichurches in the city. Some of these were
not represented, yet the attendance from others
was so large as to make the meeting one of good
proportion. Mr. T. M. Bcsson, of Meridian-stre- et

Church, presided. Rev. W. P. Sheridan,
of Blackford street Church, outlined the work
that it is expected to bo accomplished, and
spoke of the great possibilities undeveloped in
the young people which could bo utilized
for pushing forward Christian work. By means
of such an alliance the young people of the
churches ought to receive a threefold develop-
ment social, spiritual and intellectual. While
he was friendly to all young peoples' organiza-
tions, he thought the one they contemplated es-

tablishing offered exceptional facilities for the
three-fol- d development of which he bad spoken.
The young people would be intellectually detol-ope- d

by a couree of reading comprising Meth-- .
oiist biography and history; social development
would fee acquired by contact with one another
at the meetings of the society, and spiritual de-
velopment would resnlt from the aecressive,
personal work ia which each one would be ex-
pected to engage.

Dr. Gilbert followed in an address in which
he expressed a most earnest hope for the success
of the movement. Ilia own experience bad
shown him the inestimable Talue of the assist-
ance of the younger members of the church.
When pastor of Somerfleld Church, io Milwau-
kee, his membership was so largely youns that
the church was known as the "Young People's
Church." In considering this question, be said
the people must bear in mind the future of the
church. Ten or fifteen years from now all the
churches would be in the hands
of these very persons whom it was now sought
to unite in this organization; how important,
then, that ther be Interested and trained in the
work while they were yet young. He hoped
thi.t the movement would get under way imme-
diately, and that a delegate should be sent from
each Methodist church in the city to the na-
tional convention of young Methodist societies,
which meets in Chicago on the 26th, 27th and
28th of this month, a request that had also been
expressed by the preceding speaker.

After the Rers. a W. Lee, of Edwin Ray
Church, and M. B. Hyde, of Hall Place, had
spoken. Doctor Gilbert moved that a cenral
committee be apnointed of one from each
church, whose duty it should be: first, to sefk
the organization of a young people's society in
each church, where one did not exist; second,
the selection of a delegate from each such so-
ciety to attend the Chicago convention; third,
the calling of a convention of the Methodist
young people cf this eity at an earlr date, for
the purpose of discussing methods of carrying
on aggressive Christian work. The motion pre-
vailed, after which the following committee on
general arrangements was announced:

Mr. Walrath'was chosen as temporary chair-
man of the committee, which will meet and or-
ganize on Tuesday evening at the Y. M. C. A.
All churches cot represented at last right's
misting will be asked to appoint committeemen
to attend that meeting and take part m the or-
ganization.

Christ on Calvary.
Mnnkacsj's great painting, "Christ on Cal-

vary," at present the principal feature of the St
Louis exposition, will be brought to Indianapo-
lis the latter part of next month, and will be
shown at the Plymouth Congregational Church.
This picture is the largest work which has come
from the brush of the distinguished artist. It is
eighteen feet high and twenty-fou- r feet long,
and contains over fifty life-siz-e figures.

Dr. Gilbert's Last Sermon.
Dr. Gilbert's pastorate at Meridian-ttree- t

Church will close w, at which time he
will render a report to th congregation. Hii
lvext field of labor bas not yet been selected.
He has recently declined two invitations to im-

portant pulpits, the last being received from the
Pacific coast on Wednesday of this week. Other
propositions are under consideration which must
be accepted or rejected soon. There is also a
renewed call for him in the Sunday-schoo- l field.
His resignation of the superintendence of the
international department of instruction, through
the committee's failure to agree upon the plans
for its management, called forth expressions of
regret from many quarters, and an earnest ef-
fort is being made to inaugurate new measures,
with some prospect of success. It is felt that
the training of teschdrs Is too important to be
abandoned, and Dr. Gilbert may yet be Induced
to accept again the work in new'form.

A Missionary Doctor's Visit.
Dr. J. P. Cochran, a medical missionary from

Orcomiab, Persia, was in the city yesterday,
the guest of Drs. W. H. and W. N. Wishsrd.
Dr. Cochran was bora in Persis, but received
his English and medical education in New York.
For ten years he has been the only European
physician in a city of 40,000 people, and no
other nearer than five days pos. lie is under
the direction of the Presbyterian board, which
has a literary school, thcologicsl seminary and
hospital at Oroomiah. The city is in the
mountains at 4,000 feet elevation, and has about
the latitude of Washington, D. C The Doctor
and his family have been visiting his wife's peo- -

?le at Minneapolis, and will soon depart for
Dr. Cochran visited our City Hospital,

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CULLINGS FROM THE COURTS.

Not Satisfied with Arrangements About the
Union Depot.

The citizeas who own property on Illinois and
McNabb streets, just south of the Union Depot,
are greatly dissatisfied with the way the new
Union Depot is to be managed, and some of
them have gone into court to see if they cannot
have their alleged wrongs righted. They want
damages on account of the closing of Illinois
street as a thoroughfare, except through the
tunnel, and now by a supplemental complaint
they are seeking to compel the Union Railway
Company to keep the south gats to tho sheds
open all the time, so that pedestrians will not
have to go through the tunnel. The suit was
bronghtin the name of Mrs. Catharine Dantser,
owner of the California Hotel. It is alUged
that if the south gate is kept closed, the busi-
ness hoates directly south of the depot will have
no trade from the traveling public. The north
gate will always be kept open. Accompanying
the suit was a petition for au order restraining
the company and the city from closing tho gate,
and Judgo Walter yesterday granted a tempo-
rary restraining ordr to that effect, which
holds good until the 24th inst, when the case
will come up for a hearing on its merits.

Were Not Wholly to Blame.
Mayor Denny, yesterday morning, decided the

suits brought against the Consumers' Trust
Company for failure to comply with the natural-ga- s

ordinance by opening up too many streets,
and keeping them in an impassable condition too
loog. He released the company from any liabil-
ity, upon evidence, as no willful violation of the
ordinance was shown. The evidence was to the
effect that, when the company opened so many
streets, it expected ta have the fittings
here at ence, but that afterward, tho
Eastern manufacturers furnishing them gave
notic that they could not send them at the
time promised. Both the officers of the com
pany and representatives of the manufactory,
testified to that fact. Iu concluding, however,
the Mayor severely criticised Gibney & Co. for
their failure to fill trenches promptly. They
had, be said, consulted their own conveniences,
and given little attention to the rights of the
city or citizens. He also criticised the Council
for not being more prompt in regulating the
work of the company.

In the Criminal Court.

eourt early yesterday morning, after a day of
pleasure at the reunion of the Seventieth Regi-

ment, and began work with a vim. The jail
prisoners indictsd by the grand jury were ar-

Paul Geldt, petit larceny; Charles Mahoffy,
grand larcey, and John McCarty, petit larceny.
Kelly, Lnther and Perry were anxious to have
their sentences affixed, and the judge accommo-
dated them by giving Kelly five years in the
penitentiary for stealing jewelry from Ed
Docas; Lnther, eighteen months for stealing a
coat, and Perry sevsn years for stealing a horse
and baggy from Horace A. Woods. Perry is ad
old criminal, having, according to his own
statement, served four terms in Joliet and one
term in Michigan City. The remainder of the
prisoners who pleaded guilty, and did cot es-
cape, will be ttstecced this morning.

Mr. Oliver's Little Scheme.
The grand jury has mads a serious and pe-

culiar charge against John Oliver, a machinist,
who was formerly employ od with Haugh, Ketch-a- m

& Co., of Haugh ville. According to the in-

dictment, Oliver, several weeks ago, concluded
to leave the city, and in order to raise money he
had a confederate call him by telephone at the.
foundry and notify him that bis wife was dead.
He pretended, it is alleged, to be greatly affected
by the news, and after communicating it to his
fellow-workme- n, aked them for a contribution
with which to bury ber. They responded lib-
erally, and Oliver left, not to be seen again. In
a few days, the prosecuting witnesses say, tbsy
learned that his wife was not dead, and that he
had left the city. Oliver has been Indicted for
grand larceny and obtaining money under fair
prtne. Sheriff Paul, of Morgan county, lo-

cated him near Martinsville a few days ago, and
yesterday be was brought to Indianapolis, and
placed in jail.
